With perfect weather conditions Gleichen’s great Patriotic Stampede and 
recuiting rally concluded on Thursday last, having proved a far greater success than 
the most optimistic couid have anticipate.l. 


For days prior to the event the crowd started to come in by motor-car and 
rail and by Cuesday evening the loyal little town was full to overtl»wiag. Every citizen 
was assisting the management in their gigantis task of accommodating the multitude of 


visitors, 
Next morning such a scene of bustle and excitement has been rarely wit- 


nesssed anywhere in the West, when friend met friend to the accompanying jingle of 
spurs, while the vivid coloring of true western life lent a touch of romance to the scene 
as Pesident Bartsch organized the parade which started from the grounds and travelled 
through the principal thoroughfares, Led by the president and a number of recruiting 
officers from the different Alberta battalions and by the 113th Kiltie band and buglers 
from Sarcee Camp, playing soul-inspiring Scottish airs, and followed by a detachment 
of the R.N.W.M P. under the command of Sergt.-Major Irvine, came a long cortege of 
cowgirls and cowboys, the wuole typifying in a wonderful way the close sympathy of 
this far land and its past with the present struggle for freedom and right of the Mother- 
land across the sea, 

The program for the afternuon began well on time before an audience which 
not only filled the bleachers, boxes and grandstands, but also hundreds of motor-cars, 
which, lined two deep, occupied one entire side of the arena, 

The band of the 13th O M R, arrived shortly after the opening event and with 
their martial music assisted the Kilties in keeping the crowds of spectators in the 
greatest of good humor and helped fill in the intervals between events iu such a manner 
av to maintain a continuous interest in the day’s proceedings from start to finish, 

Starting with the bucking contest, the horses being the famous string of A. 
P. Day of Medicine Hat, unequalled the American continent over, and the riders the 
pick of the western plains, the program continued without a hitch or delay till after 
#ix o'clock, 

Varied events, perfectly staged and each unique in its way, followed each 


other. 

McHugh Bros, donated the wild steers for the wild steer race, the first of its 
kind ever produced. With a field of ten simultaneously turned loose from specially 
made chutes the audience was held spellbound as they bucked frum start to finish, 
unloading many a rider on the way. 

The wild horse race, the last item on the program, the previous year’s most 
popular event, again proved a great favorite. The horses donated for this purpose by 
Jack Morton were a splendid bunch, whose qualities of breeding and endurance are a 
credit to their owner’s ranch, 

The roping by teams of five from North and South of Gleichen, Medicine 
Hat and Cochrane and won by the latter created much friendly rivalry among the 
contestants, which was shared in by the spectators, Out of deference to requests made 
Under the 


the unaccustomed conditions the ropers were at a decided disadvantage at first, but 


to thuin the management decided to eliminate throwing and tying of steers, 


The steers had a little 
Mexican in them aud many of the horses were not fast enough to catch them, 
The cowboy, relay and [Indian races filled up the crowded program. 


there was no room for complaint about cruelty to the animals. 


In the evening a military parade took place and to enormous crowds in front 
of the Stampede Ottice the raassed bands played a number of patriotic selections, Dur- 
ing an interval in the music Major Fisz. Horrigan delivered a sterring and soldierly 
address and begged his audience to remember that the object of this stampede was not 
only the collection of patriotic funds but the enlistment of recruits, and expressed the 
hope that now the first object was assured his audience would see the other was fulfilled, 
He congratulated the management on the finest and cleanest day’s sport he had ever 
seen. Three cheers and a tiger showed the audience’s appreciation of this popular 
officer’s remarks, After the National Anthem had been played the crowd dispersed 
to assemble later at the Opera House, where an entertainment and cowboy dance filled 
in the time until the wee smail hours, 

To the delight of all the next morning proved bright and fine and the 
program, while of a similar nature, proved even more exciting aud spectacular, as the 
previous day had eliminated all but the most skilful and the finalists were out to do

The Influence of a Picture

There is a long stretch of prairie 
country between Saskatoon and Id- 
monton, in Western Canada, where 
there are some very isolated homes. 
Once, while on a visit to a women’s 
institute in that section, I had an op- 
portunity to visit in one of these 
homes.

It was a small house, not at all at- 
tractive in appearance, and it must 
have been uncomfortably cold in win- 
ter. It Was unplastered, with many 
cracks in the walls and floor through 
which the wind entered as it would. 
The rooms were small, the furniture 
Scant and poor; but it was home to 
this woman and to her husband and 
her child, a little girl of four years. 

There was a bit of lace curtain over 
the window, and a crocheted tidy on 
a table in the “front room’? under 
the family Bible. There was a path- 
os in these simple decorations that 
made the eyes smart, for they spoke 
plainly of hope and discouragement, 
of an innate love of those trifles 
which change an ordinary room into 
a home. 

But there was one adornment in 
that room, sufficient in itself to make 
one forget the missing things; it 
might not have been so conspicuous 
in other surroundings, but in that par- 
ticular place it stood out above every. 
thing else: it was just a good, but in- 
expensive, copy of one of the famous 
paintings; a picture of a bit of lovely 
country. 

It Was impossible not to wonder 
how the picture came there. Who se- 
lected it? What prompted its selec- 
tion? These were the questions the 
woman who presided over that home 
saw in the eyes of her visitor, We 
were sitting together near a glowing 
fire, a good light on the picture, the 
woman sewing a child’s gingham ap- 
ron, 

“Of coure you have noticed our one 
good picture and perhap have wonder- 
ed how we came by it,” she said by 
Way of imtroduction. “We have had 


that picture nearly two years. It has 
made a great change in our home. 
None of us would part with it. We 


consider it our choicest possession. 

“Two years ago the bottom seemed 
; to have dropped out of the world for 
jme. T was sick and tired, so tired | 
wished to die, and so discouraged | 
had almost made up my mind to get 
away from it all, no matter what the 
cost. Life isn’t easy in a place like 
{this. The work is too hard and the 
returns too small, 

“That summer my niece came to 
visit us, She came from the city, but 
from the first she seemed happy out 
here. She found more beauty in this 
place in one week than T had found 
in it all the time T had lived here. 
She was always calling me to the win- 
dow to see something beautiful, but I 
confess at first I couldn't see anything 
but the common, humdrum things I 
had been ‘ooking at for years—the 
things I had grown tired of, She in- 
| sisted that I go for a walk with her 
every day, no matter what excuse of 
weariness or work I gave, ‘It will do 
you good, Your work will go eusier 
and faster after you have had a whiff 
of this prairie air’ was all the sym- 
{pathy I got. 

“She stayed three months and all 
that time, every day of it, she talked 


about beauty until we all were in- 
fected by it. She tilled the house 
with flowers, and laughed and sang 
from morning till night After she 
went home she sent us that picture. 
We are still very poor, life is still 
hard sometim but somehow now 


we find a gr il of happiness in 
Jour home and we have learned to ap- 
preciate the beauty of the world out.

Addressing the City Carlton Club, 
ata luncheon several weeks ago, Pre- 
mier Hughes of Australia returned to 
the question of the necessity for an 
immediate declaration of British pol- 
icy in regard to trade after the war.

to the buff, so stilted conventions, 
party shibboleths, cherished doctrines 
have been put away, and quietly but 
determinedly the nation is throwing 
its whole energy into the fight. ‘To 
me what is at once the most appealing 


and hopeful n is the unanimity 
with which the” people recognize the 
futility of their former views of na- 
tional and economic life. They are 
ready to scrap ything in which 


they formerly believed in order to en- 
sure a dec Isive victory over our ene. 
my. I emphasize the word ‘decisive’ 
for nothing short of a decisive victory 
Will avail. 

Germany's military power must 
utterly crushed, for in no other way 


can the peace of the world be as- 
sured, Peuce under any other con- 
ditions would be only a period of | 
feverish preparation for another and | 


even more fearful struggle. When the | 
civilized world has lifted herself from 
the shambles, it must be able to rest 
itself on the sweet, green pastures of 
peace, Uunhaunted by the dreadful 
spectre of war. The British people are | 
prepared to do anything nec ary to 
achieve victory. They recognize that 


much has to be done, not only on the 
fields of 


field of battle, but in the 
commerce and industry. They recog- | 
nize amongst the chief causes of this | 
war the desire of Germany to wr 
from Britain her industrial and com. | 
mercial supremacy, We must kill the | 
hope that still buoys Germany up 
that after this war she will be able to 
win back that position in our cor = | 
merce and industry by which she was 
not only able to exact great tribute 
from us in the way of profits, to oust 
our manufacturers altogether from 
many trades, and to make many ab- 
solutely dependent upon her for the | 
raw materials of their industries, but} 
to imperil our national safety, 

But if I have interpreted the tem- 
per of the people of the empire | 
aright, they have determined that the 
end of this war will see not only the | 
downlall of Prussian military power, 
but of that insidious and intolerable 
influence which had in very many { 
cases reached a point when Germany | 
actually dominated the trade, not, 
only of this empire, but of that of 
ear allies; and T rejoice with all my 


heart and soul to see how this feel- | 
ing moves the people of Britain to- 
day, But this tusk which the 


people of the empire have set them. | 
selves—the extirpation, root, branch 
and seed, of German control and in- | 
fluence in British commerce and in- 
dustry—is no light one. Its roots are |} 
embedded deeply in the very vitals of 
the economic organism, The influ- | 
ences that » working in its interests | 
are the more to be feared because they 
too frequently work beneath the sur- 
face, And the German cancer has 
eaten into our national body in such 
a fashion that we cannot cat it with} 
out seeming in some cases to cut into 
the healthy flesh,

What is a dwelling house 


Section 8—The expression. “private 
dwelling house” in this Act shall mean 
a separate dwelling with a separate 
door for the ingress and egress and 
actually and exclusively occupied and 
used as a private residence,

A “private dwelling house” shall
